1 Bruce Maupin, who shot Tom 
Oldham, also colored, to death at 
Goodloe chapel near Rrassfield 
last Sunday afternoon was held 
to the grand jury under $500 
bond by Judge W- K. Price at the 
negro'b' examining trial in county 
court Friday morning. Judge 
Price said that the ev'dence was 
slightly conflicting and that he 
thought the grand jury should in- 
vestigate the case further. 

Iilaupin made out a good case 
of self-defense with several wit- 
nesses who testified that Oldham 
was advancing toward him with 
a razor. How' ver, a couple of 
other witnesses said that they 
saW no razor or knife in Old- 
ham's hand or nearby after ht 
had fallen to the ground. 

County Attorney O. F. Jackson 
conducted the prosecution with 
Attorney A- R. Burnam, Jr., de- 
f aiding Maupin. All of the wit- 
n^es were colored. Willie 
Brooks, the first witness for the 
prosecution, did not see he trou- 
ble before the shooting but look- 
ed around when he heard the first 
shot and saw Oldham sinking 
down on his knees. Be went to 
him and laid him down btit saw 
no razor or weapon near ,liim, 
Matthew Baxter said that he saw 
Maupin talking to three women 
and two men. The women ran 
when they saw Oldham come up, 
he said. IJc said Olflham had 
what looked like a knife in lijs 
hand, but after he was sliot and 
down Baxter said he saw no 
knife. He said the- women 
Maupin was talking to were Old- 
ham's wife and her sister and 
Stella Maupin. 

James Bennett heard no words 
between the men- «He heard Old- 
ham say to Maupin after he was. 
shot: 'Tlat's all right, Bruce." 
.He saw no weapon near Oldham 
There was big crowd 
him after be was shot. 

Maupin told the -same story of 
the affair when he Avas put on the 
stand, that Ibe did when first ar- 
rested. He said that Oldham 
came up to him, holding a razor 
in his right hand, and threatened 
to kill him and he then shot. He 
said he bought fhe pistol a week 
before for $5 'from a Virhite rrtan 
he didn't know. He said that 
his brother Andy Maupin had 
told him that Oldham had threat- 
ened to kill him because he 
thought he -was toq friendly with 
his wife, but -he said this was Uot 
so. He said he took the pistol to 
church with him because he 
thought Oldham would be there 
and he did not know what might 
happen. He ■«aid he was not 
talKing to Oldham's wife at the 
time the latter came up and 
threatened to kill him. 

Dillard Todd, who was stand- 
ing in the crowd talking to 
Maupin when Oldham came up, 
said that Oldham said to Maupin : 
"Didn't I tell you to stay out of 
my old lady's face? I'll cut your 
head off." He said tliat Old- 
ham had a razor in his hand, and 
Maupin stepped back and siiot 
him. 

Susie Maupin said that she and 
the other woman left just before 
Oldham came to the crowd, and 
they did not see the shooting. j 

lx;e Todd said that he came up 
to Oldham after he was shot and 
b'aw a black-handled t azor on the 
ground. He did not know what 
had become of it.

In his report on the investiga- 
tion of the Institute for care cil 
feeble-minded children at Prank- 
fort at the request'of Gov- Black, 
State Inspector and Examiner 
Henry F. Turner exonerates 
Supt.

'The contract was made with 
the Big Hollow Coal Company 
through the eflForts and influei\ce 
of Tom Hatcher, of PikeviHe, 
then a member of the Prison 
L ommission and now a member 
of the Board of Control." he 
said. 

"Later on the Board of Control 
through the efforts and influence 
of Nat B. Sewell, the State In- 
spector and Examiner, bought 
some coal from the East Ken- 
tucky Coal Company. Some 
little friction arose between Mr. 
Sewell and Mr. Hatcher in re- 
gard to furnishing coal to this 
institution- This matter was 
brought to the attention.of.Gov. 
Stanley in February, 1918, thru 
the chairman of the Board of 
Control, and it was promptly 
agreed that neither party hold- 
ing a State office should be in- 
terested in selling coal to a State 
institution and all contracts there- 
fore existing were cancelled.
